EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Yamamoto et al (Fig. 6) does not disclose the 
following limitations: wherein each of said power distribution branches includes its own 
unique pie C-R-C network. Regarding claim 8, the closest prior art of record, Yamamoto 
et al (Fig. 6) does not disclose the following limitations: a resistor having a first end 
configured to be coupled only to a pre-final amplifier stage power supply and a second 
end. Regarding claim 15, the closest prior art of record, Yamamoto et al (Fig. 6) does 
not disclose the following limitations: receiving a second power supply voltage at a 
second power supply node. Regarding claim 17, the closest prior art of record, 
Yamamoto et al (Fig. 6) does not disclose the following limitations: means for 
distributing a second power supply voltage to a second stage. Regarding claim 19, the 
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closest prior art of record, Yamamoto et al (Fig. 6) does not disclose the following 
limitations: a second capacitor and its physical connection. Regarding claim 23, the 
closest prior art of record, Yamamoto et al (Fig. 6) does not disclose the following 
limitations: a second power distribution branch for distributing a second power supply 
voltage to an output stage of the amplifier circuit.
